Most any big capitalist either com¬ 
pletely owns a string of newspapers 
or possesses shares in them and thus 
corttrols their policy. In Milwaukee 
we have the Free Press, owned by 
Ike Stephenson, the litrober king; the 
Sentinel, owned by the Pfisterites and 
other leather manufacturers. Of the 
remainder oh the list of local publi¬ 
cations every one is dictated to more 
or lest by the exploiting interests 

Instead of serving the public, the 
press is more or less antagonistic to 
it. Some of the greatest crimes and 
swindles were carried off with the 
help of the newspapers. Some time 
we are going to publish detailed ac¬ 
counts of these. Let it suffice for the 
present to mention a few. In 1887,1 
eight men were sentenced to hsng in 
Chicago because they advocated the 
right hoar day- Only lately, a hratc 
chief of police of the same city shot 
snd killed a Jewish boy, named Aver¬ 
buch. These two crimes may be laid 
at the door of Chicago’s press. The 
first, because it worked up a mob 
pnbllc opinion against the accused la¬ 
bor agitators; the second, because it 
defended the homicide. 

A few year* ago the press of the 
land tried the officials of the Western 
Federation of MinerA snd fonnd them 
guilty in spite of the fact that a jury 
had acquitted them. Chicago. toAy. 
reeks with vice and corruption, sod 
its ne.,-tapers srith one exception are 
as silent as the grave. In St. Louis 
the enemies of the public schools are 
operating in broad ^ylight. They arc 
sbntting down the city's schools in 
places where there . are parochial 
schools, forcing the children to either 
enter the latter or walk long distances 
to get to another school. Such ac¬ 
tions are nefarious. The newspapers 
of St. Louis know and see it all, yet 
they are at silent as fhe sura. In 
Milwaukee the private life of Mrs. 
Scidei was attacked by the local press, i 
in order to hurt (he Socialist cause. 
Mrs. Seidel’s character is as clean as 
snow. The life of Mayor Rose, onj 
the other hand, which all citiaens 
of (he Cream City know is not to be 
exalted, was never so much at 
tossehed upon. May it be remember¬ 
ed that the press of Milwaukee is to 
bfasne for the fact 'that the local 
traction company has a free hand over 
Mihsmkee’s streets by virtue of hsj 
bfaidut franchises. May it also be 
rentsmbered that the press it to blame 
lor the gat company bleeding the 
people of Milsrtnkee. As loOn asj 
the rablic awake. to the wholesale 
frtsta that has been played upon it, 
it wOI repudiate Ju brirayers.

Within the bounds of the United 
States are published one-half the 
newspapers in the world. With a 
few exceptions, excluding the Social¬ 
ist and labor press, they are all serv¬ 
ing the interest of private capital and 
its protectors. The methc^ sued 
are highly refined, beginning with tbs 
crafty interrogation as "Socialist* will 
oppose?" and includiitg such dsceptirc 
meant as fake photographs sad Mri- 
cated news, or the outright suppres¬ 
sion of the same. The power that 
the pre.st wields is simply ttupendonj.

Scbroidl. or John O'Smith, don’t want 
to pay other people's taxes. But you 
DO, and you WILL as long as the 
tax department is in the hands of 
friends of the rich tax dodgers. 

You have doubtless winked at the 
under assessing of business corpora¬ 
tions, feeling that we were getting a 
lot out of- them anyway. But once you 
get it into that hard bead of yourt 
that they are dodging taxes at YOUR 
expense, yon,will not feel so philan¬ 
thropic—and you shonld not. 

It is a downright skamk, Mr. Smith. 
It is a damnable shame, because Mil¬ 
waukee ought to IsMcr bond own^. 
Home owning makes good citixenshtp. 
But overtaxing the little homes dis¬ 
courages people from trying to get 
little homes of their own. 

There is no reason why a man who 
pays taxes on his wealth when it is in 
real estate should be permitted to es¬ 
cape paying full taxes on that wealth 
if he xells his real estate and puts his 
money into bonds, mortgages, or oth¬ 
er ' valuable seenrities. 

We have spoken above of the mil¬ 
lions oh deposit by Milwaukee pco^ 
pie in Milwaukee banka. And right 
here comc.x a suggestive little piece 
of information. Within the last few 
weeks two Milwaukee banks fthe First 
National and the Wisconsin National, 
we understand) have transferred two 
millions of the moneys on deposit 
to Chicagrr banks, to be .kept douD)- 
less until the storm blowt over. Very 
honorable business! 


The law is plain about it. A !»xj 
assessor, where uncertain, is com¬ 
manded by the law to require a manj 
to sign a statement as to hU personal j 
property, (as stocks, bonds, debts due. 
money, etc.) especially in the case of 
people prone to have the same. 

But Mr. Schutz has defied this law 
and so have his assessors. ' 

, It is imporfible for an assessor, be 
he ever so honest and conscientious 
and full of gumption, to make a safe 
estimate of the personal ownings of a 
big financier. 

Where if the man. for insunce. who 
could say how mach Charley Pfi»|«^ 
is worth, or Tom Ncacy, or the talks 
and Kieckhefers? 

So the law provides that such men 
shall be required by the Msessor to 
make a statement as to their property 
and to sign the same. 

This has its value, (or should it be 
shown at any time that the statement 
is false, the men can be baled into 
court on a charge r^f perjury-and 
perjury is a serious thing to be 
charged with, even where a man is 
rich enough to employ the most crim¬ 
inal and high-priced of lawyers to 
help him out. 

In case a property owner refused 
to make a signed statement the as¬ 
sessor is given the power under the
